-The cuts in the budget for the first half of 1952, discussad in Rome 
on the 3rd of this month by the Mixed Comission, became known throught an 
indiscretion revealed by the press, They involve ao totel reduction of 3,340_ 
million Eire, which ics much worse than it appears at first sight. The 
subsidy of 1,192 million lire to the Trieste Ccmmune already curtailed in 
1951, is brought down to a mere 600 miljion lire. The reduction from 2,233 
million to only 885 million lire is expectcd to have grave Gonsequences for 
the shipbuilding industry which already struggles with high production costs, 
so that its activity is expectcd to drop ta one third of its present capacity. 
ya ofvwrkers are thus threatened with dismiss.l1 ina more or less near

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If the budgot is to be approved as now proposed, the already grave 
economic situition of Trieste will become catastrophic, and sevoral thousand.: 
workers Will becomc unenployed. The City is thus faced with a typical war 
budget which chokes every productive investment apart from the tragedy of 
unemployment, ond all this to enable tho Italian government to rearm to the 
greatest possible extent. a 

The pro-Governnent pross would wish the citizens to believe that the 
slaghing cuts of the budget are due to AMGtgs own initiative, to oppose which 
De Gasperi's Government is said to be powerless, However, the scheme to 
place the entire responsibility on AMG alone is too abvinus to decaive any- 
body.

The Italian State (editorial by Fabio Cugin - 1st instalment) 


The Italian unification, led by the Picdmont, crested a State whose 
fimetions only resulted in a technical aduinistration, since there were no 
lefty ideals behind it which could have altered institutions or the way of 
living. This technical administration wes ncthing sors thar a paternal 
burequoracy which permitted the elerical revival of recent timese 

Triaste, however, has a past full of orterprisc arm espepial. technical 
end economic capabilitics which were quite uncommen in Italy. The Italian 
State, which for its social structure tends to protect wonvupolistic privi- 
legeg suffacated the most active Triostine enterprises. It was lLopad that 
this was 2 transitory phaso, oe of adjustuent to the joint nations] life; 
subse quently & scapegoat was found in Faseien, but in the meantime Trice sta 
suffered a dangerous economic and moral impoverishment. From 1916 onwards, 
experts, tectnicians, and capital, gradually emigrated. The anti-somitic 
wave was just an episode of this impoverish.cnt, But with the fll of 
Fascism things did not improve: notwithstanding the peace treaty, the 
economic and administrative pressure of the Italian Strte continued to 
produce negative results in Tricste. a. 

We cannot doubt the "historic" causes of this process when we see 
that, confronted with a leo.1 politicsl.crisis, the mentality of central

In this article the paper gives a detailed amlysis of the activity 
and organisation of our dockers and forwarding firms! personnel (those 
pillars of our port, which are the most important part of Trieste's econony) 
and ucnvions their present precarious situation, 4s a matter of fact, compared 
to the overage wages earned in 1950, the dockers' present earnings dropped by 
50 per cent (fro CO=90 thousand lire a month in 1950 to 30-40 thousand in 
1951), vhich meons that the actual economic situation worsened in the same 
proportion, 
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The per gomeL employed by the forwarding firms retained their daily 
wagas, varying from 1,139 to 15273 lire, but, exeept for their registration 
with the Sigk Tacugeanans they are not enti tled to any other payments or 
allowances 

Vhe ds: neler va and the persomel of he forwarding firms have their hot 
tanls in several special messes run by the Dockers! Cooperatives. But “some - 
of thease messes arc badly organized, serving tasteloss and insufficient meals 
at hich prices. Recs ntlyy in a letter addressed to the management of tho 
Jooperatives, a group of 30-40 dockers complained about the mesg and asked 
fox an tumadinte inspection.

Wo know that AMG is sware cf the gravity of the situation and is trying 
to find a reed Ly ror ite Last month Prof, Daniell, of the World Health 
Organisation, vis sited our okty to inspect the sonitary conditions of the 
yefucees, and wa hope that dequate measurcs will be taken to avoid the 
danger of infection. The Zone's financial plan has sllocatod 100 million 
jire for improvemerits in the refuscss camps and the creetion of an isolation 
ward for tubercular patients with 120 beds, but this is still insufficient 
for present negds, 

The Zone's economic plan is fiinanecd by the Ttalian Governmient, the 
hospital fees for the refugees are also paid by the Italian Governnent, but 
etill the tubercular ro uisneds continue to be a darger to the loesl population. 
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Tha US and other countries may be ease in refusing to accept refugees 
who are not in perfact health, but is it just, humane, and democratic to 
throw all this burden on owe weak shoulders? Reonomic, social, political 
reasons and those of public morality, public safety, and public hoalth 
urgently demand toat the problem or refugees he definitely settled with~ 
out pre judi cing the rights of free oitizenss We have adnitted that the 
solution is a difficult one, tle ¢ the Government sm thorities ara ding 
their best, and we have appoaled to bighor quarters since tho probiLem 

is of an international character, but ons thing must be el ears wa must not 
be asked to become the new mothorlond for all tho refugees from Rastorn

There- is also the fact that the Marshal's government is at present beset by 
tremendous economic difficulties and has had to impose very painful restrictions 
on the general living standard of the Yugoslav people. It would be mst un- 
welcome if at sucha moment the government would algo have to suffer a pdt 
back and a loss of prastige in its foreign poltay.: 
Finally thore is the possibility of the two governments arriving at some 
ort of temporary solution, such as the unification of thé. two zones under a 
wt ItaloYugoslav government commission which would have the task of pre- 
uring eleotions or a plebiscite.

that the Italian financial contrihutions and the ERP subsidies are not 
consumd by us but are extant almost in their entirety in the form of. bani: 
deposits. 

“In this oontext it must be noted that the stem Nanpital movement" 
figuring in the budget among the oxpendituros is in reality not.an ex- 
penditure but a disbursement, a sum which will come back by ins talmentse 

By the end of 1950 the total of these di sbursements was 27«7 billions, 
and until then the total figure of ERP receipts amounted to about 12 billion 
henee almost 16 baILions of Italian money had gone into loans or bank deposit 
Counting also the gums appropriated to house building as productive invest- 
ments, it can safely be said that the whele of the 45 billions paid to us 

“by the Italian Treasury. from the middle of September 1947 to the end. of 1950 
has been productively employed. 

In addition, our Zone has provided for the maintene nea of 25,000. oxiles 
and refugees, a heavy burden when one considers that in proportion to the 
population figures Italy would have to provide for 4.5 million exiles and 
refugees, whereas the actual number of such persons sheltered in Italy is 
barely 300,000, and most of them are lingering in concentration or collectio 
COMP Ss 

A signifieant passage in MG's comauni.que, ‘me garding manufacturing taxe: 
arid axeises collected in Zone A and im Italy, remarks thet in calculating. 
the respective figures "the higher standard of living in the PI" has been 
taken into account, That this inequality of standards exists cannot be 
doubted, ginca Italy herself has admitted it in establishing its accounts 
with AMG. ‘The logical conolusion ig that if we wore incorporated into Italy 
our standard of living would be correspondingly.lowor. Perhaps the present 
devel of owe standard of living has algo something to do with the fact that 
wo ax an "unredeencd city". In this case we should be strongly interested 
in maintaining our present status as long as possible, and the most 
crfective means to achieve this would be the enactment of the FTT, I+ would 
be a neqsure acceptable and even woleome to.all partics concerned. Both — 
Rusgia and the Western Allies would furnish a practical proof that treaties 
are not merc saraps of paper; the government in Romo would be benefited by 
& permanent issuc to divert, whemever desired, the attention of the Italians 
from other ambarrassing problema; the ruling local clique would profit by 
the continued inflow of Italian subsidies, and the Belgrade governnent would 
be onabled to demonstrate to the world its deep respect for international 
traatics, Thera would Pe all-around contentment, Will this lugky day. como 
before we publish our 3,000th edition?

But a Cow months'ago the "SVEN" dem-nded an additional sum of 35,000 
lire a month for the maintenanca of the streat-lighting neterork, which 
caused a controversye Doline's Communml Adminis tration agreed to pay the 
aifforence resulting from the second contract, but as far as the first 
contract (concluded in 1936) is concerned, it resolutely refused any 
compensation until 1955-6 

The "SVEM" Coe took regourse to an arbitrary action, supporting its 
dere nd on the basis of & similar contract com luded between the "SELVEC"

In the recent veports about ‘the press conference of AMG's Diroctor of 
the Finance and Economics Department, Mr, Haraldson, we noticed that the 
deficits in Trieste's budgets are steadily decreasing, despite the 
large burcaucratic apparatus maintained by 4MG. . 

Only a superficial examination of the budget estimetes for the first 
half of 1952 ‘shows it as passive for the 5 billions representing the 
difference between the taxes collgcted in the FIT's Anglo-American Zone on 
behalf of Itely, and those collected’ in Italy on behalf of the FIT's anglo~ 
American Zone, The deficit ig covered by Italy in acecrdanco with the agree- 
ments coneludud between Rume and AMG and Italy's obliggtions imposed by the 
peace treaty. The Tricstine press energetio:lly protested aginst such 
corpoaition of the budget intended to show Tricstine finanoes is passive, 
and tho PTT as quite umble to subsist without Italy's support. 

AMG dcemed it necessary to issue an explanation which, however, is not 

tisfactory, since its compilers showed the deficit as a differcnes in the 
wrocessing taxes and custom duties collected in Italy and the FIT.

Referring to these quotations, the fortnightly review "Hamburger Hafen 
Nachrichten", know as the pross organ of Hanhurg's leading shipping circles, 
deplores the use allegedly made in. them of such tems as "enemy" or "agconplice™ 
in regard to Hamburge Enemies, it argues, exist only in war, and conplicity 
presupposes orimee Expre scions like these are ontirely out of place in 
deseribing the relations between two rival ports. Yot, since it is an ill 
wind that blows no one any good, one gratifying fact emerges from this 
polomic; a friendliness of tone characterised by the assurance of good 
4ntentions on Hamburg's part-and the wish for a roturn of pre-war Triaster

The “Hamburger lafen Nachrichtcn" state with satisfaction that the 
recont negotiations betwac reprosantatives of the two ports were conducted 
an both sides with toumeity and Pimoncss, but in a spirit of good will and 
mutuel udurstanding; nevertheless Hamburg repudiates as unacceptuble tha 
principle of pri ority bagod on shorter geographical distances.

Our inquiry into the problem of foreign refugees ih Trioste was not 
Without an echo, although the trustceship administrators kept silent on 
this subject. We know that this problem was examined in Rowe , and we are 
- certain that the Italian Government will take all the ypoessary steps in 
exdor to solve this problem in the best nterests of our city. 

According to information reesived from Paris, the problem of refugees 
living in the refugee camps of the PIT was recently explained at a press 
conference held in that city by the UN High Commissioner for the refugecs, 
Van Hetven Gogdharrt , and Dre Mare Daniols of the World Health Organization. 
The latter gave som alarming statistics about the sprending of tuberculosis 
in thesc camps aml in order to prevent further disastrous consc quenoos y he 
proposed urgently to adopt the following measures? immediate isolation of 
the infccted in special wards or hospitals; establishment of adequate Living 
conditions in the camps and closing-down of unhcal thy chips; intervention 
with ccrtain Gow mments in order ¢o shelter and ouré about three hundred of 


these refugees suffering from tuberculosis, , 


The UN High Commissioner for refugees also stressed the difficultics 
met by AMG in this field. As a mtter of fact, Trieste ig orly a transit 
centor, not a permanent home for refugees, ami therefore "radical measures é 
ara to be taken imacdiately". At the samc time the UN High Commissioner 
announced that. negotiations are under way betwean- AMG. and the Italian 
Govermment for acecpting in Italian hospitals a cortain number of the above- 
mentioned refugees suffering from tuberculosige Neverthe less, the UN 
Uommissioner adinitted that Italy has her own population to consider, to which 
the 200,000 refugecs of ue Vonozia Giulia and the Po flood victims should be 
added, _..

Velebit (editorial) - 


The day before yesterday minister Velebit, the new Yugoslav Ammssador 
to Rome, officially took his leave from Belgrade and will arrive in Rowa 
in the course of the next few days. On his way he will visit Trieste. 
Minister Valcbit declared that he will take a special interest in 
improving the Ttalian-Yuroslav relations, particularly in the econoniic ficld. 
But since there is no economy without politics, a substential improvement 
in these relations can be achieved only if certain other mtiers are algo - 
sottlode There is, first of all, the problem of those persons abducted and 
deported in May 1945, Fave thousand families in Triestc, Gorizia md Istria 
have waited fiva years to hear news of their velotives 3 mot knowing whether 
or not they are alive. 

Should Mre Velebit, on his way to Rome, hand to AMG a list of all those 
persons abducted during the period Triest. was decupied by the Tito troops, 
44 would bo a wise action, which would clear the way for future contacts, 

But we do not believe that Tito's goverment is capable of showings such 
an understanding, After Mo. Velebit's departure from Trieste the fata of 
all thosc who disappoared in May 1945, will continuo to bo wrapped in silence, 

However, it would be a humr gesture necding no great effort. It could 
be the first tangible proof of good wil] far resuming normal contacts, which 
the Yugoslav government so often ro-offimo. Perhaps Mr. Velebit shares our 
views, but we are afraid that he will not be capable of breaking a silence 
which has lasted so long. ,

Considering the incomes and oxpenses of our Zone the budget would be 
active even with a surplus ov about a half billion. However, since, acaord-.

lire in favour of Italy, the buiget deficit amounts to about 4,491 millions.

The goods traffie in the port of Trieste was considerably higher in 
January than jn the previous month, end it is to be expected that the totals 
for the current year will greatly surpass those of last years. January's

The Rome Goverment protested to the governments of Paris, London, and 
Washington, while Mayor Bartoli, who was not too kind towards the throe 
western powars in his speech at the Verdi Theatro, and unlawfully hoisted 
the Italian flag on tho City Hall during the demonstration, convoked an 
extraordinary meeting of the City Board which sent a telégram of protest 
to Genera] Winterton, According to latest reports, the Zono President 
and Demochristian leader, Prot, Palutan, also sent a.telegran of protest

In the aftexnoon, while the meeting in 
the Verdi theatro wag in progress, a large oreowd of citizens, numbering 
tens of thousands,.carrying flags and wearing tricolour ribbons in their 
buttonholes, filled Piagsa Unita and the adjacant strects, walting for 
the begirming of the Lega Nazionale sonecert scheduled for 18 hrs. 

But not even this perfectly hammlesa gathering was tolerated by the 
police, which long before the crowd gathered were seen to arrive on trucks 
eguipped with hydrants aml hoses, conogaling them in the courtyarder the 
Prefecture «— 

At 17430 the first skirmishes began, touched off by an incident 
Which plainly showed which of tho two sides was in the right, and which 
in tho wrongs A few students had climbed one of the lamp-posts in front 
of the Lloyd building and were waving tricolours when the police ina 
sudden endeavour to enforce respect for the law, ordered tha crowd back on 
the sidewalks. Fron among the crowd crics were heard,one of which was 
“We prefer the Carabinieri, we want the Carabinieri", The Jad who had 
shouted it was at once arrested (a picture showing the scene accompanies 
the article), but mmiged to disengage Itiuwelf and escaped. The crowd 
laughed when a policeman, who in vain attenpted to seize him, stumbled, 
Seven policemen took part in the chase with the same zeal with which they 


. would have pursued a murdercr and, of caurse, cornercd him after a thirty- 


yard sprint. liight of them dragged him into the Prefecture's yard, booed 
by the crowd whose mirth had by then turned into anger. 

Nothing, absolutely nothing had oceurred to justify this extremely 
energetic police action. which was dixatcd personally by three senior 
4llied officers ~ Superintendents Carregcr, Hopkins, snd MacNabb ~- who 
diamediately gave the order to use water-jets, thareby starting a man-hunt 
which lasted till late at. nisht and was chameterised by countless episodas 
of disgusting brutality. - . : 

The tank-truck was all the while driven at full speed about the 
squara andalong thea quayside, squirting two powerful jots of water to the 
right and lefts Although the crowd was fleeing in all directions > the 
police ald not stop, but continued their action mercilessly against women 
and old people. Evan go, however, they wore unable to suffocate the 
demonstration which, on the contrary, drew fresh impulse fron thoir ex 
asperating conduct, When after a while the truck had exhausted its water 
supply and withdrew to refill, the square was in 9 moment again full of 
people, wha with renewed ardour took part iin the demonstrations 
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by the. polico incited the citizens 

to increasingly murageous, tenacious dnd. passionate rosistonces A young 

. lawyer taken into custody, by tho polico was able to speak for a. moment 

to & journalist who giiestioned bim, Tho lawyer expressed in no un= 

-cvartein terms his conviction that, when confronted with unlewful acts 
committed by the authorities, 4 d.tizen hos not only th right but the 

duty to oppose thamand that nowhore in tho world are tho police justitied 
in using violence against & poaceful populations 

Despite all these incidents, the concert in tho squarc took place 
On the stand erected for the Lege band gat the. citizens hos a patriotic 
anthems waro lod and supported by tha. paind!s powerful brass ins trumentse 
But this was‘only the boginninge After the gymkhana of the mobile hydrants 
came cavalry attacks, the darting about of policemen on motoreycles,and 
the lavish use of truncheonse We hava the officiel figures of how neny 
people were injueod, bruised, or arvested by the pollea, But oigh as 
those figures arg thoy fail to give on accurnte idea of the roal happenings,

The police wore from the start visibly intent on using violonco. Their

Post-war Europe has this similarity with the tims between the two 
world wars, that even today there ara some festering sores, particulorly 
the Saar and Trieste, Their healing would be a momentous. step towards 
the rasumptiion of a normal. trend in Eurcpean politics. —. aed 

The possession of Trieste is claimed by both Ttaly and Yugoslavia. 
Since tho end of tho second world war Trieste has been under an Allied 
administration, now gommanded by Goneral Winterton. 

The city, whose center is inhabited by Ttalions, was even undor 
Austria a stronghold of the Italian "irredonta". The cultural conection — 
with Rome, the "[talianity", was fashionable among the influential 
bourgeoisie and the intelligentsia. 

The disposition of the peaco treaty, establishing the constitution 
of an internatioml] free port in Trieste, wis thorofore passionately 
rejected by Italian public opinion. Since no agroemant could be reached 
as to who would be Triestets governor, the Wostorn Powers issue the 
fomovugs Tripartite Note of 1948, against the wishas of Russia, and Yugo- 
slavia, whercin they renounced the intcrnationalisation of Trieste and 
promised ite return to Ttalye :

countries subject to Russias This slso explains why Russia always trios 
to link the Trieste question with the conclusion of the Austrian peace 
treatye . es 

The country really interested in Tricsta bas so far not been asked 
its opimion in that matter: austrian, whose cconomio futuro ossentially 
depends on tho future settlement of Tricste, It was the min and alnost 
only voally important port of the former Austrian Iimpire. After the first 
world war it was ceded to Italy, but Tricsate's cconomie relations with 
Austria wore immediately resumed, Triaste's present hinterland is practice 
ally reduced to Austria, sinea Cgochuslovakia and Hungary are beyond tho 
iron curtains , 

In the meantime Triesto has resumed a normal life. Its cconomy 
enjoyed a peneral-revival under the leadership of the old established 
families of industrial and shipping pioncers, such as Cosulich, Tripkovich, 
Parisi, ctc,, who proved thet the old spirit of daring enterprise Ind not 
vanished, ‘The Tricstines scam to be well off and to have a good tine, 
judging from the ercwdod cafes and the beautifully arranged shop-windows. 
They all profit froa the peowliar situation of Trieste. 

fhe British am Amerionn cecupation powers are quite unobtrusive. 
Their headquarters are discrect and silont about their final intentions

ANSA, however, reports from Lonion that thea Italian Ambassador 
Brosio was recolved twice yesterday by Edon, and was smiling when leaving 
tha Foreign Office, According to the same agenoy, Brosia obtaincd British 
approval on the following points: 

1) confirmation of the tripartite declaration as revised in March 
1950, that is to say, with the addition that the Trieste problem should 
be settlod in agroemont betwoon Fugoglavia and Italy; a 

2) application of the Italian electoral law in Zone A, and the 
elections to be hold on the sama day ag in Italy; 

3) support for Italian participation in the aduinistration of Zono A. 

the first two points have alycady been realizcd, while the third 
Will bo discussed at another meeting, and thug Italian imperialism and

That the appetite of Italian imperialism is not yet satiated is

Today's odition of the “Buropco" onwried an article by Mayor

19th. Col. foden is, ag it were, the Ministor of the Interior of tho 
FIT, fhe polica and the maintenanee of public order arc hig responsibility, 

"The talks of the 19th, in the presence of the Zone President Po’lutan 
and the chairman of the conuittes af this de.onstration, Rovatti, marked 
the emt of a scrjes uf difficult migotiations, To start with Col, Fodon 
told mos 'Gone Winterton will consider you parsonally responsible for any 
incident that might occur tomorrow! To tell the truth, this phrase, and 
particularly its tone, annoyed me a bit. I thorsfcre answered that 7 
would not assume responsibility for any unauthorized part of the demuns- 


trations : 
"Ool, Foden was satisficd and said finally: 'Thero will be a lot of 
police, but they will not attack unless incidents ‘ooeur,!' IT said 


that thera would be no ‘dneldente caused by peaecful. Treicatinese ‘Then I 
added jokingly: ‘Well, Col, Foden, you must not expect that they will cheor - 
you «aa! 

“Then next day, after tha deucnstration in the Verdi Theatre, I was 
informed about the incidents in Piazza Unita and the adjacent strects, I. 
was completcly surprigcd. Why did the poliea interveno? No serious ineident 
occurred beforca the intervention of the polica y and this intervention wis 
not justificd, even if the denonstrators did hiss and vex the polices 

"Atter tho happy days of Gon direy's administration certain AMG 
officials, particularly of the Departnent for the Interior, intiiated a 
serics of unfricndly acts towards Italy, Col, Foden, successor to the 
most friendly Col. Robertson (+ actually Brigadier), intervened for the 
first time on November 3rd, 1950, when he ordercd tao by phone to remove 
the tricojour I had flown from the City Hall on the oceagion of the visit 
of minister Gonolla, 

"In spite of the repeated re-corttirmntions of tho tripartite noto, 

a gort of "rosistancet became noticoable in Tricste, Many Italian laws 
have not boon ‘extended to Tricstes and alll probloias were considered from 
the viewpoint of an cconomie and political independance of the territory, 
I am inalinad to believe that in AMGts circles the concept took shane 
that Trieste ia a saparate torritory with an autonomous governacnt,— 
instead of a tervitory xdministercd by a carctuker governiont . 
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"This hostd lity. is shown only by certain: quarters of ANG. Our 
relations with all the other British and American officers are very 
cordial, 
"lo conclude: The Trieste problem cannot ba solved in trie btO. . But 
tho sitw tion in Tric ste must always ba such as to support the diplomatic 
activity of our natiaul Covornmonts ‘Yoo to us, should the desire of 
being reunited with Italy vanish in Triostes Any action by AMG to

- i. introduction. 


(1) The most imrortant task of a Sea Fower is the aateguarding of ita sea communications 
Accordingly, ASW will be of particular importance in a future war as Soviet Russia posaesses 
alarge fleet of modern submarines. ‘Therefore the battle for control of tie sea depths can 
be of decisive importance, 


(2) The period of submarine defense with depth charges or siuilar explosive weapons 
(for example, the'thedgehog'), has gone forever, For successful defense against modern 
“gubmarines, a hunter/killer submarine destrayer ('i-zerstoerer!) is especially appropriate 
in view of the fact that based on the present state of technics, the torpedo is the only 
weapon which can be employed under water in great depths to destroy tne high-speed enemy 
SUD s 


(3) The own *U-Zerstoerer! must be able to escort own convoy under water. It must be 
able to detect, defend, anc purgue the attacking high-speed subuerged snemy and destroy 
it with torpedoes. One of the most important military requirements of the future will im- 
pose that the torpedo or similarly steered explosive weapon, be capable of employment in 
all depths in which submarines operates . 


(4) The cardinal problem of future 45W is the development of moder torpedo fire-con- 
trol apperatus, locating gsar, and special torpedoes’ for three-dinensional defense, The 
present two-dimensional firing procedure (1945) in no way meets present—cay ASW reguire= 
ments, The logical further development points to three-dimensional locating pear, to a 
three-dimenaional fire-control installation, to a three-dimensional torpedo ~ in short, 
to a three-dimensional launching. ‘This tactic can be universally employed in all situa- 
‘tions of underwater warfare. 


LL, The Two-Dimensional Torpodo Shote. 
{A} Situation in 1945~ 
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(1) It was stated in the introcuction that the torredo or similar explosive weapon 


_ (with engine) vould become the defensive weapon of the future against modern submorines. 


In 1945 the possibilities for fighting enemy submarines in great depths with torzedoes 
were still very problematical; all advantages rosted with tne hishesreed modern subnarine 
which could aprroach the convoy from the depthe unhindered and execute its attacke 


(2) The new German type XX U-boat which was to employ this new 'depthefiriny! tactic 


(without use of periscope), first set ont on an operational mission in Agril 1945. he 
practical experience with this new 'depth-firing! tactic resulted; However, this tactic 
was tried out very successfully in the convoy exercises held off Tornholm in January/Feb- 
ruary 1945. In order to enphasize the grevity of the gituatien, there follows a brie? 
description of the intended attack to be carried out hy the type AVI voat apdinat a cenvo:r: 


(a) The attackinz sub would pick up (detect) a convoy eat great range through 
ite passive 'Horschperaete! (listening, gear) and would apyroach the convoy in areat 
depth. (60 to 150 meters). The Uxboat would get under the AS¥ defenses without jeom 
ardizins itself and would then position itself under the convoy. 


‘(b) The position undemeath the convoy is the most favorable for firing, and the 
Least dangerous tactically. liere the sub is as safe as in a concrete bunker - at 
least, that was so in 1945. As soon as the atiackiny sub Lositioned itself under the 
convoy, it would follow the enemy until all ite LUT-nattern torpedoes were fired, In 
our previous studies, we drew attention to the details of this LUT-torpedo tactic. 


{c) Even when approaching the convoy, the attacking sub Js practically unvulner- 
able because due to its high submerged speed it cannot be hit with depthcharges. As 
regards own defense against torpedoes, the 1945 sub was also ¢afe inastuch as a 1945 
torpedo was not yet devised for fighting off modern submarines, 


(3) Even today, an own defensive submarine could only defend itself with torpedoes 


against an attacking boat if it surfaced from the safety depth in its attack zone to fire 
own torpedoes, In this situation, the enemy is vulnerable. but in this connection, a 
few modifications (adaptations) are remuired to be nude in today's torpedo which can be 


accomplished without difficulties. 


(8) Interim Military Objective: Control of the Atteck Zone of the Enemy Submarine 
With Own Torpadoss. 


(1) In our further deliberations we have assumed that tts Attack Zone of enemy subs 


. for firing thelr torpednes Lies in depths from 0 to 50 ieters,. ‘therefore, from a mili- 
tary standpoint, this zone must be dominated/controlledc ty own torredces, Tue following 


conditions must or can be met with present technical means: 


(a) The sub aust be equipped with appropriate launchine tubes which will per- 
mit torpedoes to be tired from any decth within the O ~ 50 aeters gone, This ia a 


daunching problem. 


(b) The torpedo must be able to withstand any depth within the 0 - 50 weters 
zone, This is a water pressure rroblem 
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(ec) The torredo mast bs provided with a new depth scale for 0 - 50 meters, 
insofar as the present-day two-dimensional steering system ('Steuer~System!) is 
retained. ‘this is a steering problem, (‘steuer-Problent), 


(a) Tae new depth ballistics ('Niederganys Baliiatik') must be investigated, 
this is a ballistics problen, 


“(e) After runnin, the pre-set period, the torpedoes oust detonate in order to 
offset the limited responsive-sensitivity of the mapratic fuse, This is a fuse prob- 
Letts ? : 


(f) A new firing method mist be devised to fight eneay subs in the 0-- 50 meters 
zone with torpedoes, ; 


(g) locating gear (Ad's) must be further improved in order to meet the new 
situation of the high-speed submarine. (See remarks on Three=Limensional Firing) - 
paragraph IIT below). ts 


(C) Comment with Regard to Points (a) through (g) above: 


(1) The following comments are applicable to the seven points above: 


(a) The requirenent for launching torpedoes from depths up to 50 meters was, 
in principle, fulfilled in the German type XXI boat through adapation of the tube, 
However, in any new design, a fundamental prerequisite is that the launching: tube 
be designed to withstand firing in all depths in which a submarine operates. New 
design methods mast be used to achieve thig. The rroblen of forcing the water to 
fill up the space behind the torpedo at tie instant of launching exercises x very 
important role, ‘the water volume raguired behind the torredo during every stage 

- oF the lawichine process oust be roughly equivalent to the torpedo voluge ejected 
‘from the tube, This ia the only possible solution of the problem of reducing 
aaunching pressure, In our opinion, mechanical ejection of the torpedo from the 
tube (telescope piston type ?) would be the best solution as the torpedo propulsion 
mechanism world assist the launching, 


(>) The water=pressure control reqiiresent was met by the 1945 compressed air 
torpedo used in derths up to S50 waeters (without necessity of any special adjustment), 
an the case of a new Gesign the game considsrationa as- sot forth under (1) above 
would apply. Basad on our experience there would be no teciinical aifficulties en- 
countereds Thie problem was investigated in 1943 4n connection with the depth- 
firing tactic, and the findings were positive, 


{c) It wit be hecessary to desivn and build a 'decth-apparatus! with a prad- 
uation-scale up to 50 meters if it is desired to retain the present two-dimensional 
gontrol systen, 


(d) The comnent under {c} above also applies in the case of two-dimensional 
ballistics. In the case of any great difference in depth vetween the attackin; sub 
and the target, ballistic correction for the downward curve of the torpedo becoues 
necessary. 
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(e) "Distance! Rane Fuse» Since a sub is a very gail target and existing 

sources of error re the lead angie will be increasec by new sources related to 

depth adjustrent, the possibility of direct or magnetic hits cannot be entertained. 
Thder the circumstance, provision must be made to make the torredo detonate ab a 
theoretical target. ‘This can be achieved with the aid of a newly~isveloped 'distance- 
fuge! which impels detonation at the end of a pre-set run (‘distancef), The 'dis- 
tance! range is automatically supplied by the fire-control installation. It is 
a cea to congeive e delayed-action fuse (as in the case of an AeA» shell) but, in 

ux opinion, the principle of the idistance-fuse! is better suited to the purpose 
because it makes possible compensation for variation of torpedo speed during its rune 
Similarly to the present-day arigle shot method, the ‘detonation distance! is con- 
tinuously fed to a fuse-setting gear in the torpedo until just prior to Launching.

{1) The two-dimensional torpedo shot trested in paragraph II ubove will continue to 
be a tanrorary solution even if torpedoes of «a more advanced desisn become availabie be~ 
, cause in a fubure war, the wreater depths, higher speeds, and evasive maneuvering of the 
‘ enemy over a broad expanse, can only be controlled with three-dimensional torpedoes. 


(2) Three~dimensional firing for defensive purtose has a universal range of appli- 
cation, especially when used against high=speed enemy subs operating in the direct vicinity 
of a convoy or individual ship, Naturally,surface torpedo carriers could aiso make use 
of this tactio if the problema incident to lecating from above to below the water could 
be sotved more gatisfactorily. 


(3) Example of a Three-Dimensional Hngagement of Submarine: vs. Submarine: The 
defense tactics of a modern eneny submarine, aided by a three~dimensional tornedo, will 
develop about along the foliowing lines (without going into details as reperds coopera~ 
. tion with hunter-groups, listening buoys, ete,): 


“ (a) The defending sub which is in a favorable position below the zone of abrupt 
temporature changes (Ciemperatur-Sprungschieht!) locates the eneay (penerally an- 
proaching at great depth), with its passive locating gear. This ‘nassive-Locating! 
method is aided by tagtive~locating! ispulses euitted Ly the defending suk, Once 
located the eneny is covered by ‘active! ASDIC and bearings are continuously taken 
to determine his position, course and speed, The tactical use of 'active-locating' 
means on the part of the defending escort subs is not subject to limitations once 
the eneny sub is within listening range of the convoy, 


(ob) The three-dimensional locating gear suprlies the enemy's horizontal and 
vertical course,. distance, speed and deyth on the besis of continous locating and 
measurement data, uith these navigational alds, the sub comnander, with the help 
of a pananoric ayparatus ('Panorama-Geraet!) and other sensory-organs for submerged 
combat, directs operations. He is then able to carry out his attack with vreat pre- . 
cision, In this connection he must under all circumstances prevent the enemy from 
breaking theoush own submarine security ari rositioning himself underneath the convoy. 


(oc) It is not yet fosgible to say just how e duel between submarines under water 
will develop, The tactic wiil depend on the arnaamant and capabilities of botn erie- 
miles and their mentalities. In any event there is reason to believe that in the most 
unfavorable case, there will only be ae few promising chances to fire (compare modern 
alreraft battles). 


(d) The locating and fire~control systems must therefore be so desipned that the 


sub-comnander can fire hia Lorpedo salvoes at any desired moment after locating tne 
enemy. This is only possible with three-dimensional ec ulpment. 
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(e) It would seen that the technical difficulties of sucn aii underwater battLie 
rest more in the locatin;, sector than in the torpedo sector. We believe that the 
solution of the torpedo problem, besed on today's technical stamards, will -not Lite 
pose insurmountable difficulties. On the other hand the locating=problem must be 
solved because, without adequate means of locating, underwater defense agalust wod- 
‘ern high-speed subaarines ie questionable. ‘ 


(4) From the standpoint of own submarine, we should like to reemphasize in conelud~ 


ing, the special advantayes of the three-dimensional torredo tactic as coinpared to the 
present-day firing method, viz:

. superior to the attecker, The commander of an own defending aubsarine eguipred with

(f) Eiring=Anule Receivers vontinously feeds firing data to the torpedo, Its 
function is siullar to that of the torpedo firlng-ansie receivers in Cer:an types 
VII, IX, and XXI bosts. It transmits the firing data (in our project, the horizon- 
tal firing engle, vertical firing angle, snd ranve/laistanes!) to tie torredo with 
tue aid of amplifiers andi adjustment sear, Shortly prior to firing, the adjustment 
wear ia lifted from tue torpedo during the reverse stroke of the launching rods, 
Salvo corrections are tranamitted to the torpedo through the same three media, 
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(5) Comments on the Three-linensional, Torpedo (paragraph IV (1) (¢) above: 


(a) Presenteday internationally used torpedoes sre steered horizontally 
by & gyro.

(>) In order to be effective defensively against enany subs, a marnetic ruse 
must at least have the came responsive-sensitivity as the effective radius .of 4 
_ borpede detonation and, at the same time, it must be immune to comnter-action, Tu 


_ + fuat also not detousate along with other torpedoes fired in a saivo (this is very 
important).

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(c) Since the above requirements cannot for the time being be met, and their 
subsequent fulfillment being contingent on the further develogment of enemy de- 
gaussing, we consider it better to equip the torpedo with a 'distance-fugse! which 
Will make the explosive charge detonate after a pre-set torpedo run, Fuses of this 
‘type are absolutely immune to defensive counter~action and would not detonate alony 
with other torpedoes fired, In addition there would be tne advantage of all tor- 
pedoses detonating, thus exerting great moral pressure apairist the enemy. 


(d) The distance or range to be set in the fuse results from the three-dinen~ 
sional firing-triangle in the lead-computer. The continuous feeding of these data 
to the torpedo will not impose any greater difficulties than the feeding of the

VY. Firing Methody and Tactic: 


(1) The firing method and tactics of three-dimengional underwater combat will result 
from experience gatned with the overall verformance of submarines! use of three-dimensional 
torpedoas. Of course, the capabilities of enemy subs and tnueir torpedoes will play a vital 
role therein. ‘the greater the lead over the enemy's developaent, the simpler and less prob- 
Lenatie will be own defense tactics. 


(2) Assuaing that the “eatern Powers will undertake to further the development of 
three~dimensional tonpedo firing, as suggested by us, and that tha iussians will only heve 
two-dimensional depth-firing tactics (along the lines of the Cernan type XsI and “alter 


XXVL boats), the defengive tactics in gud vse sub combat would, in our opinion, be about 
as follows: 


(a) The acvantage of three-dimensional firing rests in the Fact that the tornedoes 
can be fired at any Lime, unimpeded, from all depths and sectors, This advantage must 
be exploited, It ia recoamended that the defensive tactics ba planned so as to make 
4t imrossible for the eneny to make use of his two-dimensional tor, edoes against the 
attacking sub. Own attacking sub should therefore vary its depth as frequently as 
possible and ‘strive to obtain a situation which can only be controled with three- 
dimensional torpedoes. 
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{b) With the aid of a three-dimensilonal torpedo, the enemy can be a annil ilated 
at closé~range without risk as long as he ig restricted to two-dimensional tactics. 
Close=range combat offers tie best chances and is therefore the best cefensive tactic. 


(c): Close-range combat of several own subsarines with a lone eneny boat must be 
avoided, 


(d) The three-dimensional fire-control system affords the possibility to fire 
-gither a torpado series or torredo salvos, 


‘ (d-1) Torpedo Series: This consists of individual shots fired at inter- 
vals of twenty to forty seconds, to which correotions are continuously aprlied, 
The individual torpedoes are fired without dispersal. lIlowever, they are con- 
tinuously fed the latest firing data (including latest fuse-distance settin:) 
frou the locatins and fire control installations, 


(d-2) Torpedo Salvos: ALL torpedoes in a salvo are fired with identical 
firing data at salvo interveis of sbout three seconds, They nave 4 joins theo~ 
retical point of impact, but actual points of cetonation are seattered around 
the theoretical hittin,, polut, The dispersal pattern must be selected so as to 
obtain the greatest possible iethal effect with one sulvo. (The wathematical 
iitvestication of this problem is not treated in tne Uathematical Aspects part 
of this study; it would reguire special treatment). 


; (e) It will be navigationaliy difficult for tie comaanmier of a defensive sub to 
approach the enemy within favorable close-rangs since the eneny will attempt to evade 
this lethal threat. Under this clreumstance, evary iirins chance must be exrloited 

' immediately, In a running engagement the best tactic in our opinion would be to fire 
a torpedo salvo since the chance for firing is available only for a short tine. 
Should a pursuing action develop, then the torpedo series would be used, 


(f) From a tactical standpoint, a new torpedo, which we referred to as "SP 
Torpedo! (sfecial torpedo) in one of our previous studies, would greatly facilitate 
the situation for the sub commander. The ®SP-Torpedo! whien we advocate would 
be the ideal torpedo of the future with three-dimensional hominy equiment. Ina 
this case tne sub commander need not concern himself with the navigationally diffi- 
cult close-range situstion, Ail he need do is to bring his boat to within torpedo 
range of the enemy and then fire his SP-Torpedo, All the other important advantages 
of this torpedo were mentioned in un aarlier study. 


(gz) Since the develonmnent of a threesdimensional SF-Jorpedo is likely to raise 
greater problems “than the develonaent of three-dimensional fire control ds such, 
concentration off underwater close-renge combat wil) be tactically vital, In this 
situation the subs of the Western Fowers will anjoy the great advantage of having 
to fulfill only one task (defense; whereas the enemy subs will have to concentrate 
on ino tasks (attack apainel surface craft and their own defense in depth).

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(i} In the foregoing connection, we should like to invite attention to the 
following important pointa: sith the anticipated increase in underwater perforu- 
ance of modern gubs, the radius of action will no longer depend on mesns of pro= 
pulsion but instead on the nonber of torpedoes carried, If possible to utilize 
the SP-Torpedo, this would meen a great saving in torpedoes and correspondingly, 
an increase in the racius of action. 


VI. Consideration Attending Threeslimensional Submarine tefense by Torpedo-Firing 
Sur gn * Sa a a a al ee nbaatnvebee 
Surface Craft, 


(1) Up to now this study nas treated only the sub vs» sud detensive tactics which, 
in our opinion, is the most important future prebiem. In addition thereto, it is possible 
to conceive the use of threc-dimensional torvedo defensive tactics by surface carriers, 
From the atancpoint of flre-contrel, there will he no difficulties attending depth-firing 
of torpedoes by surface carriers, ‘The main problem reats in the locating. ‘ocating from 
a destroyer or other type of surface craft will searcel; be adgyuate due to well-known 
difficulties (water and tenpsruture stretification, refraction oi light rays, etc.). Ir 
addition, the Limited number of torpedoes carried by a destroyer wowid not oe sufficient 
for effective defense. Nowevsr, i? the problem of lovating snd the cuestion of carrying 
a sufficient number of torpedoes can be solved, there will scarcely be any bashLe aifficul- 
ties oprosing three-dimensional firin,, by surface cratt, 


(2) while it 1s theoretically vossible for the tine being we would refrain from supe 
gesting cooperation between a locating subaarive and a desurover aue to navigational and 
firing-technigue difficulties. It is true that un own subd could very weli locate the 
eneay end could relay the Jocating data (course and speed) to the destroyer but the prob- 
len concerns bath the navigational field (difference between beuarings taken Sy sub and 
destroyer}, and the technijue of firing, as well as tie difficulty of the destroyers's 
obtaining the enemy tarzel-aireetion precisely. In addition there is danger of firing 
» against own sub through favlty bearings. 


(3) We take a more favorable view toward the following solution: 


. (3) Use of a special-purpose destroyer or a high-speed torpedo frivate capable 
of carrying a large nunber of torpedoes enu three-dimensional fire control equipment. 


(o) Placing the locating central in « towed subuereed craft, which could take 
bearings below the zone of abrupt teaperature changes, and relay electricelly the 
results to the surface via a towed cable. In this comection we invite attention 
to'our previous study on 'Considerationg Attanding Defense Against én Enemy Onpera- 
ting with Type KXI and XXVI-\ Submarines', 


(4) The usof ¢ three-dimensional LUI~torpede is theoretically conceivable. Sy this 
we mean a liT-torpedo woich makee a three-cimenslonal aprroach to the tarvet during its 
preliminary run and then proceeds horizgontal-vwise in appropriate devth in two-dimensional 
LUT-loops. In a sub va. sub conbat, tiie own sub would be exvose: to preat Ganger by the 
LUT-Lloops. Therefore the use of LUT-torpedoes in this case is not justified, 
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(5) Qn the other hand, three-dimansional torredoes vould offer various edvantuges 
in fighting submarines by des*.royers and similar eurface erart, vis: 


(a) no danger to own submarine; 
(j) numerous LUT-Loo ps would exert a treaendous ioral effect on the enemy; 


(c) LUT-loops offret fhe lack of grecise firing data in surface+firing, and 
contaminate a wide areas , 


(6) On the other ham the three-dimensional LUT=to rpedo hus a drawheck inasmuch as 

it entails farther com licat ions of the torredo fire-controi systea ane. the LUG torpece 

equipment. A special. study would have to be underteken to exaiine into the advantases 
ana disadvantages of the three-disensional Lit. 


“VI. CONCLUDING Eu ARK So: 
/  ‘(1} Phe problem of the three-dimensionel torpedo «hot has vsen treated da this stuay. 


The orijzinal ideas thereon wer born in the German heavy in 1945 when tiis new depth-firing 
«tactic was tried ont with the modern type AXI U-boat. /t that time it was elready clear 
to the officers participeting in this devalopment project that apparently this new German 

denth-firlng tactic could oniy be countered with three-dinensional torpedoes. however, as 

the three-dimensionel problem was not acute Yor the German Navy in 1945, and as the Anglo/ 

American navies did not have a three-dimensional torpedo, work on this problem was 10% 

followed up. ‘The three collaborators of this study have no» umaettuken intensive investi~ 

getion of the three-dimensional problem, based on Cerman nawel. experience and ideas, which 

has produced the foregoing, solutions , 


(2) We (the authors) would waicome any particuler work assignments associated with 
the above-discussed problems which the UeSe Navy may desire to impose upon Us; for ex- 


ample, the rrobien of three-dimensional tiring practice with ‘torpedoes, the military and 
“mathematical. treatment of salvo firing, or other similar thenes.

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(6) Intezration, Our understanding ef the word Mloeating' is the fixine of 
the enemy's position with the ald of ASDIO; by linbeprating! we understand this to mean 
the correlating of individual points in order to obtain course and speed. These re~- 
sults of locating and integrating ure referred to herein as enemy 'oasic data! because 
the enemy's combat situation is based thereon. 


(7) Integrating serves a dual purpose; idoee, to give the sub-commanier 4 picture

(a) In depth combat visual observation of the eneny is impossible. Moreover tis 
locating central does not supply developing data, meaning that ASDIC cannot be kept con- 
tinuously on the target, Therefore the task of our tarpet computer consists of maki: de- 
veloping data continuous. This will make it possitie to locate the cnemy and integrate 

the data with a certain degree of accuracy, even when tiere 1s 4 temporary lack ot ASDIC 
datue Therefore the target computer keaps the toriedo tube continuously on the target, re- 
places optical or radar target direction transmitter, and enables Firing in eny situation 
within range of the torpedoes. 
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(p) ‘ihe target computer also affords possibility for installing a 'Panaroma! 
apper tur (See paragraph V below), In addition, combining the target computer and vor- 
rection computer mkee it possible to ascertain and compensate enemy course changes. — 
This would not be possible without 4 target computer as in such coss there would be dis- 
continulty of data from the locating central.

Such standard corrections (rule of thuub values) should then 
be supplied the submarines prior to leaving base. ‘e are now investigating this problem 
mothematically and, if desired, we suggest that this work be combined with a study on 
"Salvo-Firing and the Probabilities of Obtaining Hita in-Underweter Combat", The tendency 
must be to fire a lethal shot with mathematic pregision which would most probably annihilate 
the enemy with a single torpedo salvo. we believe that such aeiiberations are of importance 
since a new approach is involved. (In this connection, see paragraph V of the firat part 
of this study (Military Aspects) on 'Firing Lethods and ‘actics’).
